Grayling High School gradu- 
ate Joe Zelek is having bitter- 
sweet feelings about being home 
for the start of 2007 since he 
would rather be with his fellow 
Marines serving on the battle- 
field in Iraq. 

Lance Cpl. Zelek, a member 
of the [st Battalion, 24th Marine 
Regiment - Bravo Co., which is 
based out of Saginaw, was 
wounded in Iraq on Dec. 28. 

Zelek was stationed on an 
observation post while fellow 
Marines where checking an area 
in the City for Fallujah for sus- 
pected snipers. As the Marines 
were returning, a sniper fired on 
their position, killing three 
Marines and wounding another. 

Other gunmen fired upon the 
Marines in an attempt to dis- 
guise the location of the sniper, 
who was killed. 

“T wanted to run down there 
and carry them away so they 
would not be getting shot at any- 
more,” Zelek said. “It seemed 
like the whole world was shoot- 
ing at us.” 

Zelek noticed blood on his 
uniform, after he dove for cover 
on the roof on the building 
where he was located, He 
thought he had been hit by a 
piece of debris from the build- 
ing, but was shot in the right leg. 

Zelek underwent two surg- 
eries, one to remove the bullet 
and check the extent of the dam- 
age. His tibia was damaged by 
the bullet. A second surgery was

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County officials 
push facade 
loan program

Crawford County officials 
have retooled a program aimed 
at helping business owners 
spruce up the appearance of their 
buildings. 

The Crawford County Board 
of Commissioners, at its last reg- 
ular meeting, made changes to 
the facade improvement loan 
program made available through 
the county economic develop- 
ment fund. 

The county board established 
the program last year. Dunckley 
Floor Covering was the only 
business to take advantage of the 
loan initiative. 

The county will make up to a 
$7,500 loan available to a busi- 
ness owner to enhance the facade 
on their building, The loan pro- 
gram requires the business 
owner to make a 25 percent 
matching investment of the 
amount loaned for the improve- 
ments, instead of the orginal 50 
percent match established last 
year. 


|. Paynients’on the loan will be 
deferred for five years in hopes 


that the business owner will see 
increased activity due to the 
building improvements. The 
business owner would then be 
allowed to make interest-free 
payments on the loan for the next 
five years. 

Commissioners agreed to ear- 
mark $75,000 for the facade loan

program, up from the $50,000 
that county officials committed 
for the program. 

Finally, county officials will 
just ask for a favorable credit 
report from the business owner 
rather than requesting confiden- 
tial tax and business information, 

“We are trying to streamline 
the program to get the money out 
there,” said Tim Zigila, chairman 
of the county economic devel- 
opment fund committee and 
president of the Grayling 
Regional Chamber of 
Commerce. 

County officials hope that 
business owners revamp their 
facades as the $1.2 million 
streetscape project is being 
completed in downtown 
Grayling later this year. 

“We believe that with the 
streetscape project, there will be 
more people jumping on this, 
but the good part about this pro- 
gram is it is county wide and any 
business in the county can take 
advantage of it,” Zigila said. 

In 2004, the commissioners 
moved the economic develop- 
ment fund from being overseen 
by the Crawford County 
Housing Commission to be 
administered by Crawford 
County Administrator Paul 
Compo. The board made the 
move to avoid steep administra- 
tion fees charged by the housing

done to check for infection and 
reexamine the wound. 

Zelek was treated at military 
hospitals in northern Iraq and in 
Germany, before flying back to 
the United States on Jan. 2. 

Zelek, who is a team leader in 
his unit, was deployed to Iraq 
on Sept. 24. His unit was in 
charge of patrolling Fallujah, 
doing security patrols, raids on 
suspected terrorist locations 
and manning entry points to the 
city. The Marines also served 
with the Iraqi Army, helping 
those forces get established in 
the area. 

Zelek said his unit had a rela- 
tively calm first couple of 
weeks in Iraq, especially while 
they remained at their base. 

“You almost forget you're in 
Iraq sometimes, until you go 
outside and see nothing but 
desert,” he said. 

The unit took their first casu- 
alties on Oct. 23, when an 
improvised explosive device 
exploded under a convoy of 
Humvees the Marines were 
traveling in. Zelek, who was 
traveling in the first Humvee, 
helped pull Sgt. Joshua 
Thomas, who was trapped 
under the vehicle with a wound- 
ed hand and arm, from the 
wreckage, and checked on three 
other wounded Marines. The 
driver and a rear passenger 
were killed in the blast. 

“Tt was tough at first because 
we were a really tight group,” 
Zelek said, 

Zelek said Thomas has rec- 


ommended that he receive a 
medal for his actions, but he 
does not believe he deserves the 
extra recognition. 

“I was just doing what any- 
body else would have done,” he 
said. 

Zelek returned to Grayling on 
Jan. 17 and is on a 30-day con- 
valescent leave. 

Returning home has allowed 
him to reunite with his wife, 
Angeanette, who is also a mem- 
ber of the U.S. Marine Corps. 
The couple celebrated their first 
anniversary on Saturday. 

The couple will leave for 
Camp Pendleton, a Marine base 
located in San Diego, in the 
next couple of weeks. Zelek 
will be stationed there until his 
unit returns in April. He 
believes he could have stayed in 
Iraq, but doctors said the physi- 
cal activity would not have 
allowed his wounds to properly 
heal. 

“I would go back in a heart- 
beat if I could,” Zelek said. 
“The bond you get with those 
other men - it’s brotherhood 
forced through combat. They 
will] always be in my heart and 
in my mind.” 

Zelek said he appreciates the 
heroes welcome he has received 
from friends, family and the 
community, but his thoughts 
remain with his comrades, 

“All my friends and fellow 
Marines are still over there - 
fighting the fight every day,” he 
said, “Obviously, 1 didn't want 
to get wounded and have had 
gone through everything so |

could come home. I would have 
rather stayed in Iraq and came 
home with everybody else.” 

Zelek, a 2004 graduate from 
Grayling High School, is the 
son of Debbie and Mark Zelek. 

Zelek, who enlisted in the 
U.S. Marine Corps Reserve, 
plans to join the active Marines, 
making it a career in the mili- 
tary. 

Zelek, whose grandfather, 
Dennis Dostine, served in the 
Marines during the Korean War, 
said it was always his goal to 
wear the Marine Corps uniform 
since childhood. 

“{ didn’t play army when we 
were kids. I played Marines,” 
Zetek said. 

Zelek, who played all four 
years on the Grayling High 
Basketball Team, will be rec- 
ognized by Coach Butch Hayes 
at the team’s home game on 
Friday, Feb. 2.

~ CASD superintendent will work with Gillard on school aid

Rep. Matt Gillard, D-Alpena, 
will chair the subcommittee that 
determines public school funding 
' during his final term in the House 
and said he plans to use the new 
post to improve school funding, 
in spite of the state’s current eco- 
nomic climate. 

“Ym fully aware of the chal- 
lenges thap we are facing as a 
state, with the budget situation 
we're involved in,” said Gillard, 
who now heads the House School 
Aid Appropriations 
Subcommittee, 

That situation includes an esti- 
mated $800 million deficit for the 
fiscal year ending Sept. 30. The 
river of red ink is expected to 
flow deeper into the next year. 

“Whenever you're talking 
‘about a budget deficit of that 
magnitude, there’s obvious chai- 
lenges before us,” Gillard said. 

If the state does not generate 
enough revenue to meet the 
school aid budget, districts will 
have to make mid-year budget 
cuts. 

“That’s a very controversial 
issue right now because the 
schoo! districts are in the middle 
of their operating year and 
they’ve budgeted based on X 
amount of dollars coming in from 
the state. Now if we pull that 
money back at this point, that’s 
especially difficult for those local 
school districts to deal with,” 
Gillard said. 


Superintendents of _ the 
Crawford AuSable School 
District and Alpena Public 


Schools said they have worked 
successfully with Gillard in the 
past and will continue consulting 
with him on school funding. 

Crawford AuSable 
Superintendent Joe Powers said 
Michigan schools need to be 
treated less as an expense item in 
the budget. 

“I’ve expressed my opinion to 
Rep. Gillard that we need 
increased funding and concrete 
funding, not here today, gone 


tomorrow,” Powers said. “We 
also need to work on cost control 
for the state because the reality ts 
we are now a state-funded institu- 
tion,” 

David Werner, superintendent 
of Alpena Public Schools, said he 
has had to make yearly budget 
cuts since taking the post in 2002. 

“Pve closed school buildings, 
Ive reduced transportation, [ve 
reduced teachers, Pve reduced 
ancillary staff, right across the 
board,” Werner said. 

To Werner, funding is the 
biggest problem facing public 
education in Michigan, He said 
he’s cooperated closely with 
Gillard and plans to give his opin- 
ions on how to resolve school 
funding shortfalls, which he said 
are the results of past funding leg- 
islation and tax cuts, 

“We've cut taxes in Michigan 
to such a state that we no longer 
can afford to operate the neces- 
sary services,” Werner said. 

Doug Pratt, director of commu- 
nications for the Michigan 
Education Association (MEA) 
said the legislative and executive 
branches need to look into cre- 
ative solutions to increase rev- 
enue. 


The MEA is the state’s largest 
union of school personnel. 

“There are several different tax 
loopholes that could be closed 
that are worth several million doi- 
lars in the budget,” Pratt said. 
“For example taxing luxury items 
is one that has been brought up.” 

Rep. Dan Acciavatti, of New 
Baltimore, the top Republican on 
the House Appropriations 
Committee, said he doesn’t agree 
with asking taxpayers for addi- 


tional revenue, but said Gillard . 


will do a fine job as subcommit- 
tee chair. 

“} think whoever serves on that 
subcommittee aloag with the 
Appropriations Committee has 
got a tot of work ahead of them,” 
Acciavatti, said. “I think Gillard 
will be just as fine as anyone else 
that they choose.” 

School aid will be Gillard’s 
first priority when the subcom- 
mittee begins meeting, but he said 
he’ll be listening for other issues 
that need attention. 

“My intention at this point is to 
give alf interested parties the 
chance to categorize or rank their 
priorities within the budget as 
well, and then we can move for- 
ward from that point,” he said.

ABOUT 100 YEARS ago, a 
small town Kansas newspaper 
editor named William Allen 
‘White gained notoriety — at least 
in journalism schools when I was 
attending college — with a famous 
editorial entitled: What’s the mat- 
‘ter with Kansas?

It’s 
Not simply tax structure. 

The problem is Michigan has 
long depended heavily on build- 
ing cars as our primary source for 
jobs, while the worldwide recipe 
for making motorized vehicles

THIS ALL CAME into sharp 
focus for me recently on the busi- 
ness section page of the Lansing 
State Journal. 

On one side of the page was 
the headline: “State loses 39,000 
manufacturing jobs.” 

The brief item cited figures for 
2006 from the Michigan 
Department of Labor and 
Economic Growth. 

On the other side of the page 
was the headline: “Auto sector 
projected to drop by 42,750 
jobs.” This item quoted estimates 
for 2007 from an organization 
called the Level Field Institute in 
Washington. 

If the US auto industry is 
expected to lose 42,750 more 
jobs this year, how can 
Michigan’s remaining auto 
employment show any improve- 
ment at all? 

While the loss of 42,750 auto 
workers this year will bring total 
US domestic auto employment to 
378,250 workers, according to 
Level Field, foreign auto makers 
expect to add about 3,000 jobs to 
raise their US employment to 
106,000 workers. 


The Level Field folks also fig- 
ured that despite severe job cut- 
backs at General Motors and 
Ford, which have hit Michigan 
especially hard, American auto 
makers will employ 33 US work- 
ers for 1,000 vehicles sold, com- 
pared to 14 workers per 1,000 
foreign-made brands sold. 

With such disparities, it looks 
like a long road ahead for our 
domestic auto makers, and for 
the Michigan economy, and all 
that depends on manufacturing 
here. 

* * * 

THIS WAVE of change is 
reflected in union membership. 

More figures: The federal 
Bureau of Labor Statistics 
reports a slight drop in union 
membership in America in 2006, 
now down from 12,5 percent to 
only 12 percent of US workers, 
meaning 325,000 fewer labor 
members. 

In 1983, union membership 
had been 20.1 percent of US 
workers, and in the mid-1950s 
about 35 percent of all American 
employees belonged to unions. 
That’s when auto building and 
most industries ran in high gear 
following deep curtailment of 
non-military production during

World War II. 

Why the steady union mem- 
bership decline? According to 
most analyses, it’s because union 
jobs were concentrated in shrink- 
ing sectors of the economy, such 
as autos, steel, textiles and other 
basic manufacturing industries. 

Services and government have 
been fast-growing sectors of the 


economy, and union attention has. 


been swinging to these fields. 
According to an Associated Press 
report, union membership among 
government workers is 36.2 per- 
cent, compared with only 7.4 
percent for private sector work- 


Michigan’s rate of union mem- 
bership is somewhat higher than 
12 percent, but with more and 
more industrial jobs lost, auto 
worker unions, for example, are 
not as strong in Michigan as they 
once were, while political and 
social clout of white-collar 
unions, such as teachers and 
other government employees, has 
grown.

The USS Gerald Ford 


Shortly before he passed away, 
former President Gerald Ford 
wrote to a friend, “In my life, I 
have received countless honors, 
but none was greater than the 
opportunity to wear the uniform 
of lieutenant commander of the 
United States Navy.” This 
month, the Navy bestowed on 
him another great honor: it will 
name the first of a future class of 
nuclear-powered aircraft carriers 
the USS Gerald Ford. 

That step was made possible 
by a provision included in last 
year’s National Defense 
Authorization Act by my 
Republican colleague, Senator 
John Wamer of Virginia. I was 
pleased to co-sponsor Senator 
Warner’s amendment because of 
the special pride this honor 
brought to President Ford’s heart, 
and because it rings so true as a 
memorial to him. 

Ford had a strong association 
with the Navy for many years, 
serving on active duty for four 
years and in the inactive reserves 
for 17 more; serving on the 
House of Representatives sub- 
committee that funded the Navy 
and other military branches; and 
then serving as Commander in 


Chief of all the armed forces. 

That lifetime of service began 
in 1941, shortly after Gerald 
Ford returned from law school to 
Grand Rapids to open his law 
practice. In December of that 
year, the Japanese attacked Pearl 
Harbor, and he enlisted in the 
Navy within the week. 

At first, Gerald Ford served in 
the physical education branch, 
and this gifted athlete coached all 
nine sports that were offered. He 
soon grew restless, though, and 
needed to join the fight. Ford 
asked to be transferred to service 
at sea, and was assigned to a light 
aircraft carrier, the USS 
Monterey. He would later write 
that there he saw “‘as much action 
as I’d ever hoped to see.” With 
Ford serving as assistant naviga- 
tor, athletic officer and anti-air- 
craft battery officer, the 
Monterey fought in many of the 
major operations of the South 
Pacific, earning 10 battle stars 
during his service. 

Perhaps Lieutenant Ford's 
finest hour at sea, however, was a 
battle not with the enemy, but 
with the elements. In December 
1944, a massive typhoon 
slammed the Monterey, with 
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waves topping 70 feet. Chaos 
reigned as the planes on board 
caught fire, and several broke 
free from their cables. Many of 
the sailors were incapacitated; 
Admiral Halsey ordered the 
Monterey abandoned; and flames 
threatened to consume the carri- 
er. But then - 30 years before 
President Ford would right our 
ship of state — Lieutenant Ford 
helped save the Monterey and its 
men. 

At great personal risk, Jerry 
Ford led a team down to the 
hangar deck to battle the fire. 
With gas tanks exploding around 
them and thick smoke choking 
the air, they evacuated the strick- 
en men and then extinguished the 
fire. The fight lasted for hours, 
but the Monterey and almost all 
of her sailors survived. The 
teamwork that Jerry Ford learned 
playing football at the University 


of Michigan was surely put to the , 


test that day. And the “we’re all 
in this together” feeling of com- 
munity, instilled in him by his 
Grand Rapids upbringing, just as 
surely contributed to his leader- 
ship on the Monterey. 

After the war, Gerald Ford 
returned to practice law in Grand 
Rapids but soon felt a new call to 
service. When he ran for 
Congress, his naval record was 
clearly an asset, but more impor- 
tant than how that service helped 
him was how it had changed him. 


Ford’s naval service had inspired 
in him a transformation similar 
to that of Michigan’s great 
Senator Arthur Vandenberg, 
another son of Grand Rapids 
who had evolved from an isola- 
tionist to an internationalist. 

With Vandenberg’s support, 
Ford ran an underdog primary 
campaign against the incumbent. 
Ford’s upset victory was a reflec- 
tion of how highly voters thought 
of him personally and also how 
much had changed in American 
politics. 

The people of Michigan’ s Fifth 
District recognized that Gerald 
Ford was the right man for the 
times. Years later the rest of 
America would reach that same 
judgment. The Watergate scan- 
dal slammed our nation like a 
political typhoon, and thank 
goodness Gerald Ford was there 
to lead us with the same steady 
courage he had displayed on the 
Monterey. 

As Commander in Chief, 
President Ford resolved, in his 
words, “to make our Navy as it 
has been, as it will be, and as it 
must be ~ the best Navy in the 
whole world,” By building this 
new class of aircraft carriers and 
naming the first in his honor, we 
are helping to keep that pledge 
and helping defend the nation 
that Jerry Ford loved so much.

ALL THESE historical devel- 
opments come together to create 
the financial dilemma the state 
has been facing for the last dozen 
years. 

Michigan rode the gravy train 
when auto making also rode 


high. Now, with our unemploy- 
ment rate second highest, only to 
Mississippi, we must pay the 
piper for our lack of economic 
foresight diversity. 

It’s not who is governor, or 
which party is in power. It’s not 
specific government economic 
policies. It’s not business tax bur- 
dens. It’s not excessive govern- 
ment services. 

The problem is economic his- 
tory, and our public failure to rec- . 
ognize and heed the signs and 
omens of factors that in retro- 
spect we can blame for our pre- 
sent crisis. 

Political leaders, union leaders, 
manufacturers all either failed to 
recognize what was happening, 
or ignored it and failed to act. 

No single action brought on 
Michigan’s plight, and no single 
action will solve it. 

Unfortunately the pain won’t 
go away easily, We’re in for a 
long-haul solution, and we better 
get serious about the right things.

Romans 5:t assured us that

federally guaranteed student 
loans to 3.4 percent by the end of 
2011. The first decrease would 
drop the rate to 6.12 percent 
between July 1, 2007, and July 1, 
2008. | 

“A reduction of interest rates 
will make students more com- 
fortable accessing the loans 
available to them,” said Mark 
Delorey, director of financial aid 
at Western Michigan University. 
The legislation “is a good thing 
for students. It enhances the qual- 
ity of the program today.” 

Delorey added that interest 
rates “took a big bump last year” 
and that something has to be 
done. 

The average student borrower 


in the state graduated with 


$13,256 in loans in 2005, accord- 
ing to the Public Interest 
Research Group In Michigan 
(PIRGIM). The cuts coming in 
increments of 0.68 percent each 
year until the 3.4 percent mark is 
met could shave average interest 
costs from around $4,400 to 
about $2,200 over the course of a 
loan’s life. 

That would affect about 
143,699 Michigan students each 
year, according to PIRGIM. 

Delorey noted that interest is 
only part of the financial problem 
for students. 

“We need a re-evaluation of 
loan limits,’ he said. A 2001 law 
“increased the amount students 
could borrow each year, but it 
didn’t increase the cumulative 
amount. Students are just out of 
eligibility faster.” 

“I'd like to see annual and 
cumulative maximums adjusted.

Federal proposal would : save interest on 
student loans, Michigan colleges say 


It has been 15 years since they 
last were,” Delorey added. 

The maximum federal Stafford 
loan is $5,500 per semester. 
However, that doesn’t cover the 
complete costs of tuition, hous- 
ing, textbooks and living expens- 
es at most institutions, according 
to experts. 

Ken Fridsma, director of finan- 
cial aid at Grand Valley State 
University, said, “Although | 
applaud Congress for adding 
money into higher education by. 
way of lower interest rates, my, | 
personal belief is that the cost to 
the federal government resulting 
from lower interest rates would 
be better spent on helping stu- 
dents seeking access to higher 
education rather then helping stu- 
dents after they have graduated, 

“In other words, there are 
many low-income and middle- 
income students struggling to 
pay their tuition right now and 
these are the students who need 
federal help,” he added. 

The House-passed proposal is 
awaiting U.S. Senate action. 
Detorey expects the wording of 
the legislation to change slightly 
as the Senate debates it. 

The legislation has come under 
some criticism because it would- 
n't provide additional financial 
aid, but Congress is expected to 
discuss that issue later this year, 

Terry Stanton, a public infor- 
mation officer for the state 
Department of Treasury, echoed 
that concern. “The proposal does 
not appear to be helpful when it 
comes to access to student aid, 
and thus higher education, which 
is, of course, one of our primary 
concerns.”

Former nuclear site gets 
ae eer ren

The site of Michigan's first 
nuclear power plant will be 
remembered with a historical 
marker as the only physical 
reminder of the plant that stood 
at Big Rock Point in Charlevoix. 

The state Historical 
Preservation Office plans to erect 
the marker at a roadside park in 
Charlevoix overlooking Big 
Rock Point on Little Traverse 
Bay. The site took its name from 
a Native American meeting 
point, said Laura Ashlee, publi- 
cation and historical marker 
coordinator at the office. 

"The plant was named after lit- 
erally a big rock that sits out in 
the water," said Ken Pallagi of 
Consumers Energy, which built 
and operated the plant from 1962 
to 1997. "It was used for cen- 
turies as a navigational aid by 
Native Americans. 

"They would travel via birch 
bark canoe, and when they saw 
Big Rock, they used it as a gath- 
ering point and spend a couple 
days there before continuing 
their journey across the Bay to 
Harbor Springs," he added. 

One side of the marker will 
explain the power plant, while 
the other side will describe the 
history of Big Rock Point. 

Ashlee said, “This has been an 


exciting project because we dealt 
with such different subjects on 
one marker." 

"Typically if we have two dif- 
ferent texts on the marker, they 
relate in some way. In this case 
we covered two very different 
subjects on one marker," she 
said. 

The marker is the first the state 
has erected for a nuclear power 
plant. 

“Consumers Energy applied 
for Big Rock Point," said Ashlee. 
"We rely on people to tell us why 
a site is deserving, show histori- 
cal research, provide photo- 
gtaphs and the historical signifi- 
cance to Michigan." 

Individuals or organizations 
must donate the cost of the mark- 
ers. Consumers Energy paid 
$3,150 for the one at Big Rock 
Point, said Ashlee. 

No dedication date has been 
set. 

More than 1,500 markers 
across the state designate homes, 
farms, commercial buildings, 
churches, event locations, 
bridges and graves as historical 
sites. 

"We even had one marking a 
shipwreck, with the marker 
underwater, but it broke away 
and we have yet to replace it," 
said Ashlee. 

Big Rock Point provided elec- 


tricity for Charlevoix from 1962, 
when it became Michigan's first 
nuclear power plant, until 1997, 
when the antiquated reactor was 
“scrammed,” or shut down, for 
the last time as: nuclear control 
operators, Andy Loe and Chuck 
Metzger, pressed two big red 
buttons, said Pallagi. 

"Big Rock Point was 
Michigan's first and the nation's 
fifth commercial nuclear power 
plant,” said Pallagi. "It really was 
the ground floor of nuclear 
power in the United States." 

Early on, it served as a 
research and development plant 
to find how to efficiently gener- 
ate power, which helped shape 
nuclear power today. 

Today, little remains at the 
site. The day after it was decom- 
missioned, plant cleanup began, 
which was finished in August 
2006, said Pallagi. 

An above-ground _ storage 
facility, housing the spent fuel 
rods, is the only structure 
remaining. 

"The dry fuel storage facility 
sits on a 107-acre piece of prop- 
erty near the former site of the 
plant,” said Pallagi. "The fuel is 
in a 20-foot concrete-and-steel 
structure about the size of a bas- 
ketbaill court.” 

The US. Nuclear Regulatory 
Commission has deemed the rest 


of the area safe for public use. 

“You could build anything on 
the site," said Pallagi. “A play- 
ground, a school, a park, any- 
thing. If you went out there 
today, all you would see is a 
green field.” 

No firm plans have been set 
for the eventual use of the site. 

Over its 35-year run, the plant 
enjoyed several milestones, 
including operating for 343 days 
straight without a shutdown in 
1977, a world record at the time, 
according to Consumers Energy. 

In 1993, it became the longest 
running plant in the United 
States when it surpassed the pre- 
vious record of 30 years, 92 
days, set by the Yankee nuclear 
plant in Rowe, Mass. 

The site was designated in 
1991 a nuclear historical site by 
the American Nuclear Society 
because of its contributions to 
the nuclear and medical indus- 
tries. 

For 11 years, the plant provid- 
ed cobalt 60, a radioactive mate- 
rial, once commonly used for 
cancer therapy, said Pallagi. 

Michigan has three operating 
nuclear power plants: Donald C. 
Cook Nuclear Power Plant near 
Buchanan; Fermi Nuclear Power 
Plant near Detroit; and Palisades 
Nuclear Power Plant near South 
Haven.
